To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council: 

(fentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  the  annual  Eeport  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitar^f  circumstances  of  the  district  for 
the  year  1954. 

The  health  of  the  district  during  the  year  has  on  the 
whole  been  good,  the  majority  of  deaths  being  in  the  higher 
age  groups.  There  has  been  an  absence  of  any  serious  out- 
breaks of  epidemic  disease.  The  incidence  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  has  been  1 ow,  cases  occurring  have  been 
adequately  and  quickly  dealt  with  by  the  Chest  Physicians 
at  the  Adelina  Patti  Memorial,  Craigynos,  Penycae. 

There  has  been  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  during 
the  year.  The  Council  have  adopted  the  Clean  Food  Bye- 
laws under  Section  15  Food  and  Drugs  x\ct  1938,  and  inspec- 
tions have  been  carried  out  from  time  to  time  of  various 
food  handling  stores,  bake  houses,  licensed  premises  and 
shops  selling  ice  cream  in  accordance  with  the  Kegulations 
iMinor  defects  have  been  pointed  out  and  corrected.  It  has 
not  been  necessary  to  take  any  legal  proceedings  under  the 
Byelaws. 

The  housing  problem  still  remains  a problem,  indeed  it 
is  a national  problem.  A large  percentage  of  the  existing 
liouses  are  occupied  by  more  than  one  family  and  one  can- 
not say  that  the  housing  problem  will  ever  be  effectively 
solved  until  every  family  has  a house  of  its  own.  The  Coim- 
cil  however  is  pressing  on  building  new  houses,  the  chief 
difficulties  being  shortage  of  skilled  labour  and  materials. 
In  the  allocation  of  new  houses  the  Council  has  adopted  the 
points  scheme.  Special  consideration  is  given  to  those 
families  that  have  cases  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
occupying  the  same  bedroom  with  another  healthy  person.

WATER  SUPPLY 

There  are  seven  piped  water  supplies  in  the  area,  five 
of  which  are  chlorinated.  The  water  has  been  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  quantity  and  every  house  has  its  own  piped 
supply  except  in  the  case  of  some  few  scattered  dwellings 
such  as  isolated  farms.  No  water  supply  in  the  district  is 
liable  to  plumbo  solvent  action.  There  has  been  no  evidence 
of  any  form  of  contamination.  The  number  of  the  popula- 
tion supplied  from  the  public  water  mains  direct  to  their 
houses  is  11,400.  There  are  no  stand  pipe  supplies.

The  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  has  been  low. 
8 new  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  All  the  cases 
were  visited  and  advised  as  to  isolation  pending  admission  to 
Sanatoria.  The  waiting  period  was  of  short  duration  and 
they  were  all  dealt  with  expeditiousl}'^  by  the  Chest  Physic- 
ian for  the  area.

The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  my 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1954. 

The  rehousing  of  needy  families  progressed  during  the 
year,  36  new  houses  being  occupied  together  with  18  new 
flats.  Six  additional  families  were  rehoused  in  old  houses 
that  became  vacant  making  a total  of  60  families  rehoused 
during  the  year. 

The  food  shops,  canteens,  sausage  and  ice  cream  manu- 
facturing premises,  fried  fish  shops,  etc.,  were  visited  regu- 
larly and  apart  from  one  exception  the  conditions  were  satis- 
factory and  called  for  no  adverse  comment. 

In  spite  of  an  added  number  of  houses  the  alternate 
day  collection  of  refuse  was  satisfactorily  maintained  and 
the  refuse  tips  gave  no  cause  for  anxiety  during  the  sum- 
mer months.  Tipping  operations  were  begun  at  Brynderi 
with  the  object  of  filling  in  a very  real  source  of  danger  to 
children  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  complete  this  work 
as  soon  as  possible  and  to  cover  up  the  tip  with  a good 
layer  of  soil.

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Public  Cleansing. — The  Karrier  Bantam  Refuse  Tjorries 
have  again  given  excellent  service  during  the  year  and  there 

hardly  any  call  for  the  use  of  the  standby  Fordson, 
^licli  has' been  mainly  used  by  the  Surveyor’s  Department. 
Daily  collections  have  been  maintained  on  the  main  shop- 
ping centre  <md  three  times  weekly  in  the  remaining  area^. 
Tipping  operations  have  been  begun  at  Brynderi  with  the 
object  of  filling  in  the  dangerous  pool  at  the  entrance  of 
the  old  workings  and  when  this  has  been  accomplished  and 
the  refuse  properly  covered  with  a layer  of  soil  a very  real 
source  of  danger  to  children  will  have  been  obviated.  Tip- 
ping is  also  carried  out  at  Pantmawr,  Penycae,  and  Peny- 
graig,  Colbren.  A total  number  of  3304  loads  were  collected 
during  the  year,  comprising  a tonnage  of  9,103. 

Disinfection Terminal  disinfection  was  carried  out 

at  4 houses  which  is  again  a reduction  on  last  year’s  figure 
and  probably  the  lowest  number  yet  recorded.  I'Tee  disin- 
fectant was  distributed  for  the  use  of  the  householder  con- 
cerned to  wash  down  the  premises  in  addition  to  fumigation 
by  formalin  gas. 

Disinfestation. — 10  houses  were  disinfested  but  it 
should  be  noted  that  none  of  these  were  dirty  or  verminous. 
The  work  was  carried  out  to  clear  the  houses  of  ants  or 
beetles  with  satisfactory  success  in  each  case.  In  this 
connection  it  should  again  be  noted  that  the  standard  of 
cleanliness  in  houses  belonging  to  the  Council  is  very  satis- 
factory and  regular  visits  only  serves  to  bring  forth  a very 
f>ccasional  unsatisfactnry  tenant.  A close  watch  is  kept  on 
the  half  dozen  or  so  tenants  that  fall  into  this  category.

Distributors’  vehicles  were  regularly  examined  and  gave 
no  cause  for  complaint.  During  the  year  33  samples  of 
milk  were  sent  for  analysis  only  one  of  which  was  unsatis- 
factory. Of  these  samples  5 were  taken  from  Schools  and 
all  were  satisfactf)ry.  Two  samples  were  taken  from  Dis- 
tributors of  Raw  Milk  for  Biological  Tests  both  of  whicli 
were  negative. 
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Sewage  Effluent. — Samples  of  sewage  effluent  were 
taken  at  the  Council’s  Sewage  Works  prior  to  discharge  into 
the  River  Tawe  and  on  these  the  Public  Analyst  s^ 
marised  as  follows  : — 

Sample  No.  1.  (February  3rd,  1954). — This  effluent  did 
not  comply  witli  the  General  Standards  recommen- 
ded in  the  Eighth  Report  of  the  Royal  Commission 
on  Sewage  Disposal  for  an  effluent  fit  for  discharge 
into  a stream  or  river. 


Sample  No.  2 (September  15th,  1954). — This  sample 
complied  with  the  General  Standard  recommended 
in  the  Eighth  Report  of  the  Royal  Commision  on 
Sewage  Disposal  for  an  effluent  fit  for -discharge 
into  a stream  or  river. 

In  conjunction  with  the  above  a sample  of  water 
taken  from  the  River  Tawe  fifty  yards  below  the 
discharge  of  the  effluent  was  classified  as 
Fairly  Clean.” 

Food  and  Drugs  Act — 191  visits  were  made  to  food 
premises  for  all  purposes  under  the  Act,  including  12  visits 
to  Industrial  and  School  Canteens.  An  adverse  report  was 
made  in  respect  of  one  industrial  canteen  and  the  manage- 
ment were  given  a warning  and  this  had  the  desired  effect. 
Tlie  other  canteens  in  the  area  are  well  supervised  and  their 
general  condition  is  worthy  of  note.  The  fried  fish  shops  in 
the  district  are  inspected  during  business  hours  and  condi- 
tir>ns  therein  were  found  to  be  satisfactor3^  Butchers  shops 
and  sausage  making  premises  were  also  periodically  inspec- 
ted and  called  for  no  adverse  comment.

It  is  disappointing  to  note  that  the  number  of  samples 
in  Grade  1 is  well  below  the  figure  for  last  year  whilst 
those  in  the  lower  2 grades  show  a marked  increase.  How- 
ever premises  were  systematically  inspected  and  on  no 
occasion  was  there  evidence  that  the  premises  or  methods 
were  unhygienic.

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HOUSING 

54  families  were  rehoused  during  the  year  in  18  new 
flats  and  36  new  houses.  8 of  the  flats  were  occupied  by 
Old  Age  Pensioners  and  the  other  ten  by  small  families  who 
were  not  favourably  placed  on  the  register  and  yet  who  were 
living  under  unsatisfactory  conditions  and  were  in  need  of 
rehousing.  Six  of  the  houses  were  at  Dolfain  and  Minyrhos, 
completing  the  sites  at  Penrhos,  the  remaining  30  being- 
extension  to  the  Gorof  Sites,  namely  Heol  Lynden  and 
Heol  Philip.  In  addition  6 families  -were  rehoused  in  old 
houses  that  became  vacant  during  the  year,  making  a total 
of  60  families  rehoused. 

The  acceptance  by  the  Council  of  a supplementary 
method  of  allocating  flats  should  not  only  facilitate  the  work 
but  also  give  a large  measure  of  consideration  to  those 
smaller  and  needy  families  that  hitherto  have  stood  little 
chance  of  being  rehoused.  Apart  from  flats  allocated  to  Old 
Age  Pensioners  consideration  for  flats  in  future  will  be  given 
to  those  people  with  no  children  and  who  have  been  married 
for  a very  long  period  and  yet  have  never  had  a home  of 
their  own.  This  is  undoubtedly  a small  consideration  that 
is  long  overdue  especially  when  one  couples  with  need,  the 
fact  that  such  people  will  make  excellent  tenants  for  flats 
above  those  occupied  by  Old  Age  Pensioners.  The  basic 
qualification  for  these  flats  will  be  the  three  years  marriage 
and  residential  qualification,  need  and  suitablity. 

The  repairing  of  old  houses  was  not  neglected  and  17 
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Iiouses  were  repaired  as  the  result  of  informal  notices  served 
on  the  owners  and  2 following  the  serving  of  Statut^y 
Notices.  No  Closing  Orders  or  Demolition  Orders 
made  during  the  year. 

Inspections  to  houses  owned  by  the  Council  were 
periodically  carried  out  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  again 
that  the  standard  of  cleanliness  of  our  tenants  is  maintained, 
the  occasional  black  sheep  being  the  exception  rather  than 
the  rule.
